thing that law is in p ractice. Had 
they done so, many of ou r citizens 
wou ld hav e been sav ed from being 
v ictimized by the smooth 
talk ing 
cap p ers of the Torrens title shy ­ 
sters who hav e 
gone 
abont p er­ 
su ading the u ninformed to p ay ou t 
money in order to ex change a p er­ 
fectly good title for an u ndesirable, 
u nsatisfactory and 
generally 
im­ 
p erfect Torrens title. 
I say “gen­ 
erally imp erfect”—for the reason 
that a v ery large p ercentage of the 
Torrens title registration p roceed­ 
ings p u t throu gh ou r cou rts 
are 
fou nd to be grossly defectiv e; and 
if by rare chance the registration 
p roceeding was correct, defects are 
almost su re to creep into the title 
after a few transfers hav e been 
made. 
Did sp ace p ermit, I cpu ld 
cite many su ch cases which hav e 
come to my attention. 
My p ersonal ex p erience conv in­ 
ces me that a majority of those 
holding Torrens titles wou ld glad­ 
ly go back to the good old record 
title, back ed by a reliable certifi­ 
cate, if they cou ld; bu t that land 
title law is a trap , p rov iding easy 
entrance, bu t no way to get ou t. 
The last legislatu re attem p ted to 
remedy this defect, and if the way

title holders. The fact is that this 
California land law is in p ractice 
a rev ersion to the ou t-worn abstract 
of title sy stem, u nder

P art of C ity Sav e Day 
Crouch has contended that the 
question of water rights, which are 
in dispute, should be settled ahead 
of the condemnation proceedings, 
and has expressed the opinion, in 
court, that if the water was found 
to belong to the irrigation district, 
the city’s condemnation suit would 
doubtless be eliminated. But apart 
from this, according to his state­ 
ments today, he believes it is ut­ 
terly foolish for the city to war 
over either water rights or 
dam 
sites with territory that will some 
day be a part of the city itself.
